COLORADO'S BEZF INSPECTION BILL. 


It Will Become a Law Next Week—Aimed 
| at Chieago. 

Denver, Colo., Feb. 19.—[Special.]—By 
next Saturday a Local Beef Inspection bill 
will have passed both branches of the Colora- 
do Legislature. It passed the House last week. 
In the Senate it was first referred to tne 
Live Stock Committee, which recommended its 
then it was referred to the Judiciary 

o ON a question of constitutionality, 
and its opponents thought they had placed a 
check on it. Today it was reported back by 
the Judiciary Committee and its adoption 
urged. Tomorrow it will be on the calendar. 
and by the close of the week it will 
be ready for the Governor’s signature. 
C. H. Hodges Jr., the Kansas City 
representative of Armour & Co., who has 
been here working against the bill, was con- 
fident until tonight. Now he gives it up. 
Colorado stock-breeders are jubilant. They 
acknowledge that for want of corn tney 
will de unable to fatten cattle 
in this State, and will aave 
to ship East to corn-growing districts, fatten 
and return the cattle here in order to derive 
any benefit from the bill. They say they do 
not care whether they will be benefited or 
not by the passage of the bili, but they 
because it is the only 
measure ever suggested which appeared 
to hurt the “Big Four,” and it may force 
that combination to establish a plant here. 
»» We have been in the soup for five 
years without this bill,” said one ranch- 
“and will be content to de 
in the soup for two years longer 
under its operation. What we want is to 
make Denver a cattle market. It has been 
one and can be one again. What do we get 
when we ship East? At Kansas City four 
men look atour cattle and one makes an 
offer. At Omaha four men look 
them over and one makes an offer. 
We don't like the offer and go to Chicago. 
There four men look over the stock and one 
makes an offer, generally not as good as the 
one made at Kansas City or Omaha. We 
are obliged to sell at Chicago. and when we 
get our checks we find that each 
one of the ‘Big Four’ has ashare of the 
stock. Still they try to make us believe there 
is no combination against us.“ 

Local hotel and restaurant keepers say 
that one result of the bill will be to increase 
the price of choice cuts of beef in this mar- 
ket three or four cents a pound.

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SOME ONE WAS CARELESS. 


TWO LIVES SACRIFICED IN A RAIL- 
ROAD CRASH. 


Engineer William Appleton and Fireman 
Wall of the Thatcher Park Dummy 
Meet Death in a Collision Between 
Their Train and a Freight on the Wis- 
cousin Central at Kobey and Fourteenth 
Streetse—A Series of Accidents on the 
Same Line—Who Is to Blame? 


Two lives were sacrificed last evening as 
the result of what appears to be gross care- 
lessness on the part of somebody connected 
with the Wisconsin Central Railroad. 

Engineer William Appleton was instantly 
killed and fireman Patrick Wall died a few 
minutes after his mangied and scalded body 
was extricated from the wreck of the loco- 
motive. N 

The accident by which these men lost their 
lives was the fitting climax to a series of col- 
lisions, allof which appear to bave been 
caused by stupidity or carelessness. K 
At about 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon the 
first accident occurred on the Wisconsin Cen- 
tral tracks near Western avenue. A dummy 
train ran into the rear of a standing freight, 
smashing the headlight and breaking the 
pilot of the dummy engine. No one was hurt, 
but the track was blocked for half an hour. 
The first train to get through from the west 
was « suburban, which collided with the 5:30 
Minneapolis express at Sixteenth street. 
Both engines were slightly damaged and the 
track again blocked. This completely disar- 
ranged the time-table and prepared the way 
for the tragedy which followed an hour 
later. 

The Thatcher Park dummy left the Wis- 
consin Central Depot at 6:15, five minutes 
behind time. It consisted of engine No. 93 
and three coaches in charge of Conductor 
Blake. Acting, it is claimed, under orders, 
Engineer Appleton ran at a high rate of 
speed in order to make up the lost time. In 
about seven or eight minutes after pu!iing 
outof the depot the dummy dashed around 
the curve at Sixteenth and Robey streets. 

THE CRASH COMES. 

Switch engine No. 77, with Conductor An- 
tonbach in charge, had been ordered by some 
one to make up a train of freight cars dis- 
tributed along the various tracks in that vi- 
cinity. With fourteen cars Engineer C. Rip- 
pie had backed down the main track ontoa 
switch and coupled to three loaded cars. 
William Woski, the switchman, gave tne sig- 
nal to go ahead, and the train of seventeen 
cars started to pull on the main track. 
Halt the train was on the main track when 
Conductor Antonbach, who was on top the 
third car from the rear, heard the roar of 
the approaching passenger-train. He claims 
that he waved his lantern asa signal to the 
engineer ofthe dummy engiae. According 
to his own statement ne leaped to the ground 
and just escaped being struck by a pair of 
fiying trucks. 

Flying around the curve ata speed of not 
less than twenty-five miles an hour the loco- 
motive dashed into the rear of the last 
freight-car as it entered the main track. Tne 
shock must have been terrific. The ponder- 
ous engine buried itself in the freight car, 
plowing itself through a load of washing- 
machines, tables, and furniture. The smoke- 
stack and the entire upper work of the en- 
gine were swept away like chaff. 

PINNED AGAINST THE BOILER. 

The water-tank of the tender was hurled 
against the cab of the engine, pinumg the 
unfortunate engineer and fireman against 
the boiler. Appleton was mangled beyond 
recognition. It was half an hour before his 
body could be exticrated from the wreck. 
Wall was less tortunate and died a 
horrible death. Pinned in the wreck 
of the splintered cab, his legs 
broken and mangled, he was scalded with 
the escaping steam, and horribiy burned by 
the coal from the furnace. He was still con- 
scious when rough but tender hands removed 
and carried the dying victim to the little 
switch shanty. He drank a cup of 
water, moaned, . and died. Patrick 
Wall lived at No. 441 West Thir- 
teenth street. He’ was a single man 
and the sole support of a crippled and wid- 
owed mother. Appleton was also an un- 
married man, whose address is unknown. 
His body was taken to the morgue. He was a 
new engineer on the Chicago Division of the 
Wisconsin Central, working formerly on the 
northern part of the road. 

PASSENGERS SHAKEN UP. 

The first reports of the accident were 
greatly exaggerated. Six patrol and ambu- 
lance wagons were dispatched to the scene 
of the wreck, but happily their services were 


not required. Fortunately the cars were 


not heavily loaded, the three cars 
containing about fifty passengers. They 
were thrown from their seats in all direc 
tions. Hardly one escaped without more or 
less severe bruises. Conductor Blake 
had a sprained ankle and was taken 
to a neighboring drug store. Capt. 
O'Donnell instructed his officers to detain 


Blake pending the Coroner’s inquest, but at 


midnight he had not been found. Mr. W. A. 
Smith of Austin was thrown violently against 
a seat and rendered insensible. He was cut 
asout the head, but not seriously. W. K. 
Davis of Oak Park was bruised about the 
back, but not enough to prevent his going 
home. 

From the positionin which the engineer 
and fireman were found it is evident that 
they had but a second’s warning before the 
collision. Appieton’s hand was raised above 
the reversed throttle. He died at his post of 
duty and met a horrible death unflinchmgly. 
Wall was found where his duties would 
naturally place him, on the left side of the 
cab. One hand projected through a broken 
panel. A twisted coal shovel with a 
splintered handle rested across his body. 

It is difficult to make the facts as they ap- 
pear from an examination of the wreck agree 
with Antonbach’s statement. He claims that 
his train was pulling away from the dummy 
at the rate of four or five miles an hour. He 
says that his train was entering the main 
track from a switch track. The wrecked 
engine was found buried in the rear freight- 
car, just at the point where the switch merges 
into the main track. It is difficult to under- 
stand how a freight train moving five miles 
an hour could be brought to a complete 
standstill by being struck by a train going 
in the same direction at the rate of - thirty 
miles an hour. | 

Antonbach was arrested and will be held 
until exonerated by the Coroner’s jury. He 
claims that he was acting under orders issued 
by J. Cook, the assistant yardmastér, who 


had charge in the absence of Yardmaster 


Champlain. Trainmaster Chipman was on 
the ground but refused to make any state- 
ment. The suburban trains run independent 
of any train-dispatcher, and it is alleged that 
according to the rules of the company do 
not lose their right of way, no matter how 
much behind time. Capt. O'Donnell will 
make a rigid investigation of the causes 
which resulted in the disaster. The damage 
will amount to from $18,000 to $20,000. 

William Kassak, the switch-tender at the 
scene of the wreck, wasarrested at midnight 
by officers from the Thirteenth Street Sta- 
tion, and will be heid to await the action of 
the Coroner’s jury. 


An Alleged lowa Defauiter Captured. 


CARTER HARRISON WILL NOT RUN. 
A Deputation Receives His Decliaation and 
Then Agrees to Support Roche. 

It is stated again on what aphears to be 
good authority that Carter H. Harrison will 
under no circumstances de & Candidate for 
Mayor this spring. A gentleman who has 
had excelient opportunities for knowing said 
yesterday to a TrisuNe reporter: 

Carter will not be a candidate. You can 
put that down as certain. One evening 
about a week ago a number of leading Ger- 
man Americans held aconference at a down- 
town office and discussed the Municipal sit- 
uation. There were present Demo- 
crats, Independents, mugwumps, and 
some who were Republicans on Na- 
tional issues. They decided wunanimousiy 
to support Harrison for Mayor if he was a 
candidate. Some of the number were depu- 
tized to wait on Carter and inform him of 
the action of the meeting. Carter was 
waited on, and, the facts having been stated 
to him, he replied in effect as follows: 

„No, gentlemen, I will not be a candidate. 
I have had enough of the Mayoraity. I do 
not want another term just DOW at any rate. 
Any Demoerat who should be elected Mayor 
this spring would be sure t become the 
most unpopular man in Chicago, or in Ameri- 
ca perhaps, before six months. The 
whole Federal Builaing would be dumped on 
him. If de failed to find piaces for 
the perpetual pensioners he would be cursed 
from Jericho to’Frisco, I have had curses 
enough in my time. I don’t Want any more. 
I want to finish my book. Besides, I am 
sure if I were nominated Cregier and his 
friends would feel unkindly towards me, 
and, while they might pot Oppose my elec- 
tion, they woula not héartily support me. 
The Democrats must be united in order to 
win.’ 

„All this and much more in the same line 
Mr. Harrison said to his German friends. 
The latter reported back to the conference. 
And here comes the most interesting part 
of the story, perhaps. The conference 
there and then decided to support Mayor 
Roche for reélection. They said he had made 
a good Mayor. He had notinterfered vex- 
atiously with the Germans; he had been 
kirdly disposed to them. He had given the 
city a pure and efficient administration. Next 
to Harrison he was, in the opinion of the con- 
ference, the most acceptable man that could 
be named. Another deputation was appointed 
to inform Mayor Roche of this determination 
of the conference. The Mayor has been ap- 
prised accordingly. He received the notiri- 
cauon in the proper spirit. Gen. Newberry 
and his workers will take note accordingly.”’ 


MISS ETLING’S DISAPPEARANCE, 


She Left Home Thursday, Feb. 14, and Has 


Not Been Seen Since. 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Feb. 19.—[Special.|— 
Though the most earnest efforts have been 
made and though numerous theories have 
been advanced to account for the disappear- 
ance and fate of Emma Etling, it now 
seems that her case is destined to go 
on record as another of those mysterious 
and unaccountable disappearances which 
are never explained, or only perhaps after 
many years. Miss Etling left ber home about 
7:30 o’clock the evening of Thursday, Feb. 
14, and from the moment the door of her 
home closed behind her 20 one so far as 
the closest investigation has developed 
has ever seen her. i Many per- 
sons have claimed that they saw her 
at widely separated points the fatal after- 
noon and evening, but careful investigation 
in every instance discioges the fact of mis- 
taken identity or the description is so vague 
that it might as accurately fit almost any 
young woman in the city, The family of 
the missing giri are tratea by 
grief, which is rendered nente by 
the terrible uncertainty which surrounds 
her fate. They positively refused to enter- 
tain any other theory than suicide to account 
for her disappearance. They are firmly con- 
vinced that she is in the river and have not 
relaxed their efforts to find her. Mrs. Etling 
has not left her bed since Saturday and is 
completely prostrated by the shock. Miss 
Etling was 18 years of age and belonged toa 
prominent St. Louis family. 


AUSTRALIAN FRIENDSHIP FOR AMERICA. 


The Action of the United States in Samoa 
Indorsed—A Significant Speech. 

San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 19.—The discus- 
sion ot the Samoan question in New Zeaiand 
and Australia has shown that the press uni- 
formly supports the action of the United 
States Government in appropriating money 
to protect its interests, and the declaration 
is made that in case of serious trouble be- 
tween America and Germany over the 
islands the sympathies of the colonies would 
be with the former, no matter what position 
England assumes. 

Speaking at a public banquet at Welling- 
ton, the Capital of New Zealand, Jan. 22, Sir 


Harry Atkinson, Premier of that colony, 


said: I rejoice to look forward to a great 
union of all the English-speaking races 
throughout the world, and venture to say 
that whether, in course of time, England or 
America is to be he centre will depend upon 
our English statesmen. If this is not to be 
the case then we. must centre in the great 
nation of America.“ 


PRESIDENT CLEVELAND IS ILL, 


Suffering from Nervous Prostration and 
Ordered to Put Aside All Work. 
New York, Feb. 19.— [Special. — The Her- 
ald's Washington special says: There was 
some little excitement in official circles to- 
night when it was known that President 
Cleveland had been compelied to stop work 


on account of sickness. He had denied nim- 


self to all comers this week, and intended 
to devote himself to disposing of the large 
amount of work that was on his desk and 
accumulating every day. He complained of 
not feeling well this afternoon, and upon the 
advice of Mrs. Cleveland the family physi- 
cian was called in about 6 o’clock. He found 
the President suffering with nervous pros- 
tration, caused by overwork, and recom- 
mended that he put aside his duties and take 
a rest. Inquiry at the White House as to his 
condition tonight brought out the fact that 
the President is much better and expects to 
hold his usual Wednesday afternoon recep- 
tion tomorrow.

IT BURNED LIKE TINDER. 


A TWENTY-SECOND STREET BLOCK 
DESTROYED, 


The Landmark at the Southeast Corner of 
Wabash Avenue Goes Up in Smoke and 
the Tenants of the Building Have a 
Lively Time in Getting Away from the 
Fiames—Comment on the Action of a 
District Fire Marshal—The Losses in 
Detaii—Other Fires. 


The three-story business block on the 
south side of Twenty-second street, num- 
bered from 153.-to 161, was completely de- 
stroyed by fire last night, involving a total 
loss of about $60,000 to the building and the 
stock and personal property of the numerous 
tenants. 

The structure was the property of the 
Wood & Bliss estate of Philad@iphia, and al- 
though of fairly good appearance on the 
front, was littie better than a shell. It was 
a brick veneer front, the remainder of the 
building being frame back to the alley in the 
rear. It was erected in 1869, and, as the tim- 
ber was as dry as powder, there was no stop- 
ping the flames once fairly started. 

The fire originated in the basement kitchen 
of Maney’s restaurant—now Justus Lound's 
—from the overturning of a pot of grease, 
and was first discovered by one ot the din- 
ing-room girls who had gone in to fill an order 
for a customer. An alarm was at once 
turned in from Box No. 121, Twenty-second 
and State streets, but by the time 
the first engines reached the scene 
the whole interior of the restaurant 
was aflanie. It was a difficult place to reach, 
and so rapid was the spread of the fire that 
it soon got beyond the control of the first‘de- 
tail ot engines, necessitating a call for addi- 
tional help, which came in response to a sec- 
ond alarm. This was followed by two spe- 
cial calls, four engines and a hook and ladder 
company responding to the first, and five en- 
gines and three hook and ladder companies 
responding to the second, making a total of 
eighteen engines and six hook and ladder 
com panies. 

The flames spread to the stores adjoining 
the restauranton both sides, and having in 
the meantime eaten their way to the roof 
there were indications that the whole block 
would go, as it was known there was not a 
substantial building from Wabash to Michi 
gan avenue. The blaze lighted up the neigh- 
borhood for blocks, and for a time there was 
a heavy shower of sparks and burning 
brands that threatened the buildings on the 
opposite side of the street. 

WAS THE DISTRICT MARSHAL TO BLAME? 

The firemen worked from the front and 
rear, the large lot at the back affording them 
good opportunity to reach the flames. That 


the fire secured the headway it did is ac- 


counted for from the fact of its breaking out 
near the centre of a solid three-story frame 
structure, difficult of access at all times, 
and especially so with fire apparatus. 
Some of the property-owners commented on 
District Marshai Fitzgerald’s action in letting 
the fire burn nearly half an hour before call- 
ing for additonal help. He says he turned 
in the second alarm as soon as it became ap- 
parent the fire wus getting beyond his con- 
trol, and that the other calls were precau- 
tionary. 

The ground floor of the building was occu- 
pied as retail business stores—five in number 
—and the two upper ones as residences. The 
fire spread so rapidly that the occupants 
barely had time to escape with their lives, 
much less to save their property, although 
some of them did throw a few things 
out of the windows. It was mostly bed- 
clothing, and during the early stage of the 
fire the sidewalks were pretty well littered 
up. The people who were driven out found 
shelter at the Hodges Building, Twenty-sec- 
ond street and Indiana avenue, at the South- 
ern and Woodruff Hotels, and other places in 
the immediate neighborhood. The early 
hour at which the fire occurred—7:45 
p. m.—enabled many homeward bqund people 
and thousands of others to stop and see it. 
The crowd was one of the largest seen at a 
fre in along time. The Cottage Grove ave- 
nue cable cars were all stopped, and people 
who wanted to get up-town had to take the 
State street or Indiana avenue cars. The 
Wabash avenue cars which were north of 
Twen‘y-second street were run as far as the 
Southern Hotel, where they were switched 
and started north again. 

The guests of the Southern, remembering 
their experience of afew nights ago, were 
considerably excited on account of the 
clouds of sparks, but after a time were 
quieted and then became interested specta- 
tors from their windows. They had the best 
view of what proved one of the finest sights 
witnessed in a long time. 

THE TENANTS OF THB BURNED BUILDING. 

H. W. Howe’s laundry occupied No. 149 
Twenty-second street and owes its complete 
loss to the profusion of water. The third 
floor was occupied by B. Dunning and his 
parents. Before they could remove an 
artiole of furniture they were forced to re- 
treat by the torrent of water coming down 
through the roof. 

No. 151 was occupied jointly by Mrs. E. D. 
Hodges, fancy goods, and Mrs. Badauf, 
millinery. 

No. 153 was occupied by a jeweler named 
T. H. Simpson. Before anything could be 
rescued the smoke in volumes filled the room 
and shut off all possibility of saving any- 
thing.. The upper floors were occupied by 
Mrs. Foster and Mrs. Slocomb, dressmakers. 
Nothing was saved. 

The second and third floors of No. 155 were 
tenanted by Mrs. Gilder and Mrs. Mullan, 
whose household effects were completely de- 
stroyed and covered by no insurance. On 
the ground floor of this number was the book 
bindery of Mr. Lippenessee, who suffered a 
partial if not complete loss; insurance un- 
known. On the second floor of No. 157 was 
the home of Miss Doyle, who saved nothing 
of her furniture. The second floor of No. 159 
was Avenue Hall, the janitor of which lived 
on the floor above.

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OPINIONS VARY GREATLY. 
POLITICAL GOSSIPS CANNOT YET 
AGREE ON A CABINET. 


There Are Many Who Think Law Partner 
Miller Will Not Be in It—He, Himself, 
Refuses to Talk of the Matter—The As- 
sociated Press Report Asserts That 
There Is Doubt About Wasamaker, 
and Others—In Washington the Two 
Millers Are Considered Doubtful. 


IxotrAxArolts, Ind., Feb. 19.—[Special.]— 
Many telegrams were received today by Gen. 
Harrison regarding his Cabinet selections, 
some of them expressing approval, but the 
majority of them objecting to the appointment 
of one or two of the gentlemen on the list. 
Since the selection of a Cabinet has been 
under consideration most of the voluntary 
advice has been unfriendly to somebody, and 
unless a suggestion of something better ac- 
companies the objections it is im- 
probable that protests, will make much, 
of an impression, as Gen. Harrison 
has gone through the travail of endeavoring 
to find available men against whom no objec- 
tion could be urged, without any more satis- 
factory result than has been indicated. 
Still he will make changes, it is understood, 
if there is sufficiently Important cause for 
doing so. Those who ciing to theories 
are still doubtful about the appointment of 
Law Partner Miller for Attorney General, 
and they are hopeful, at least, that a change 
will be made. In support of the assertion 
that he would not bein the Cabinet a story 
was started on the rounds last night to the 
effect that John B. Elam, a member 
of the Harrison law firm, had said 
to Moses G. McLain that Mr. Miller 
would not be in the Cabinet. Mr. 
Elam this afternoon authorized a contradic- 
tion of it, stating that he had never said that 
Mr. Miller would not be in the Cabinet. Mr. 
Miller, when asked if it was really true that 
he would be the Attorney General, replied: 1 
am not at liberty to talk about the matter. It 
is a secret of Gen. Harrison’s.”’ 

There is a belief here that Warner Miller 
will decline to become the agricultural Cabi- 
net officer, but no authentic information has 
yet been received regarding the matter. 
The assertion that Gen. Harrison could not 
leave California out of the Cabinet 
without breaking a promise that was 
made in his behaif at the Chicago Con- 
vention is authoritatively contradicted. It 
is said that what is referred to as pledge was 
a statement that John B. Elam made to two 
or three of the men who were prominent in 
the California delegation, telling them that 
if they would give the support of 
the Facile coast to Gen. Harrison 
at a certain time an obligation to 
them would be recognized, but the California 
delegates did not give their support to Har- 
rison at the time they were wanted, and in 
consequence the President-elect is under no 
obligation, it is claimed, to take a representa- 
tive of the Pacific States into the Cabinet. 

Gen. Harrison is endeavoring now to get 
some relief from the duties to which he has 
applied himself since his election, and today 
he spént a part of his leisure time, both in 
the morning and afternoon, in walking 
about the streets alone. While out he 
made two remarks which have been 
repeatea as somewhat significant. A 
lady said to him: I suppose I shail not meet 
you again before your departure for Wash- 
ington. I want to express my wishes for 
your success. and I hope you will be reélect- 
ed for another term.“ 

„1 thank you,“ replied Gen. Harrison, 
with a serious expression of countenance, 
but Jam not sure that 1 care to be re- 
elected.“ 

In speaking to Gen. Fred Knefer, an old 
friend, about his departure, he said: I am 
beginning to realize that it is a lonesome 
thing to be President.”’ 

The time fixed for the departure of the 
Presidential party is next Monday at noon. It 
is expected that they will arrive in Wash- 
ington Tuesday afternoon at 2:30 o’cilock. 
The train will consist of two Pullman cars, a 
baggage-car, and the private car of President 
Roberts of the Pennsylvania Road. Beside 
the family of the President-elect the mem- 
bers of the party will be Private Secretary 
Halford, W. H. H. Miller, and Mr. and Mrs. 
J. N. Huston. 

This afternoon a banquet in honor of Mrs. 
Harrison was 2 by the Sorosis, a ladies 
club of which she is a member. Tonight the 
family attended Mary Anderson’s perform- 
ance of “Pygmalion and Galatea” and oc- 
cupied the private box of W. H. English.

ASSOCEATED PRESS REPORT, 
Wanamaker, Rusk, Thomas, and Noble

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. 19.—[Associated 
Press.|—Great doubt has been expressed to- 
day asto Wanamaker, Rusk, Thomas, and 
even Noble.

ARKANSAS’ PLAGUE SPOT. 


PLUMMERVILLE, WHERE COL. JOHN 
M. CLAYTON WAS MURDERED. 


A Town Where No Man's Life Is Safe—The 
Whole of Conway County Little Better 
— How Detectives and Newspaper Cor- 
respondents Are Dogged by Local 
Thugs—Prospects for Clearing Up the 
Mystery — Commendable Conduct of 


Gov. Eagle. : 

LittLe Rock, Ark., Feb. 19.—[{Special.]—A 
statement was obtained yesterday from two 
reliabie citizens of Conway County that at 
about the time when Clayton arrived in 
Plummerville Breckinridge sent word to par- 
ties there not to kill Clayton, as it would 
work an injury to himself. This statement 
comes from personsof unquestioned veracity 
and they claim that they cannot possibly be 
mistaken. If they are not Breckinridge 
certainly knew the desperate character of 
his political friends in Conway County much 
better than Clayton did, for Clayton laughed 
at the suggestion that he was encountering 
personal peril, and he died without once sus- 
pecting that the Democratic assassins who 
surrounded him were plotting against his 
life. 

But how any avowed Republican could go 
into such a place as Plummerville without 
seeing the danger that 1s stamped in every 
footstep is almost incomprehensible to any 
one who goes there now. The veriest hot- 
bed of secession a quarter of a century ago 
was no worse than Plummerville is today. 
Even its best citizens are Democrats of the 
rankest kind—the sort of Democrats who 
hate a Republican worse than they do a rat- 
tlesnake, and who will never forgive the Ro- 
publican party for crushing out the Rebell- 
ion and preserving the Union. Such is the 
temperament of the best citizens, and 
best“ refers only to a few. The others— 
the ones who dominate in politics and con- 
trol the ballot-box and assassinate political 
enemies—are men of the worst possible 
stripe, both in and out of politics; men who 
would hesitate at no crime in order to further 
their political ends and keep their party in 
power. A white Republican cannot exist 
among them, while the colored Republican is 
so completely cowed that he hardly dare say 
his soul is his own. 

The few white Republicans who have lived 
there previous to the assassination of Col. 
Clayton have abandoned their homes and 
fled in terror, most of them leaving 
the State with the determination never 
to return. Today there is not 
one white Republican left. That is the sort 
of Democracy that prevails there. But it is 
not politics alone that characterizes the gen- 
eral ‘‘cussedness’”’ of Piummerville. They 
are a bad set on general principles. Murder 
ers are as common there as hoe-cake, and, al- 
though itisatown of less than 200 inhab- 
itants, a business-man of the place today 
pointed out a dozen of his fellow-citizens who 
had killedfrom one to three men, and an- 
other who, he said, was the leader ot a gang 
of safe-blowers. An election has never been 
held in the place since the war without crime 
of some kind being commit 

ELECTION OUTRAGES, 

Polling-places have frequently been looted 
by masked men, voters have been shot down 
at the polls, ballot-boxes carried off and their 
contents burned, Republican judges prevent- 
ed from serving, and negros whipped and 
driven away at the point of Winchesters. 
The Democratic press of the State and the 
infiuential Democratic statesmen and poli- 
ticians here at the State Capitol deny most 
lent there that the Democracy 
in Conway County is maintained 
by robbery and assassination. They 
would have the world believe that 
the people there are of the most orderly and 
peaceable kind; but the fact remains that 
even the Democratic newspapers of Little 
Rock, the leading papers of the State, have 
not had a representative at Plummerville 
since the day following the assassination of 
Col. Clayton, and the editors privately con- 
fess that they dare not send aman out there 
for fear that he would never come bac« 
alive. Even Gov. Eagie, the Democratic 
Governor of the State, admitted today that 
he would not risk his life by going to Plum- 
mer ville, and that press representatives who 
were sent duwn here from Chicago confine 
their operations te Little Rook. 

The detective in charge of the investiga- 
tion went to Plummerville and Morriliton 
during the early part of last week, but he 
returned the same day and said it was as 
much as his life was worth to remain over 
night. He has not been back since and does 
not intend to go unless he is compelied to in 
order to help make arrests.. Any stranger 
who goes into the place now risks his life, 
for the assassins of Col. Ciayton are men 
of the most desperate character and every 
stranger is suspected of belng a detective. 
When the detective mentioned made his ap- 
pearance among them he was followed from 
the train and his tootsteps were dogged 
wherever he went. He pretended to be a 
newspaper correspondent from New Orleans, 
but he was informed that they did not want 
any newspaper men out there, and warned 
him that the best thing he could do would be 
to return to the depot, wait there until the 
first train came along, and then make him- 
self scarce. 

BULLDOZING A CORRESPONDENT. 

Tue TRIBUNE representative had a simflar 
experience, only he had the additional un- 
pleasantness of being surrounded by u half- 
dozen loafers who did all they could to pro- 
voke a row. No doubt it was their intention 
to start a fight and wind it up with a shoot- 
ing match, but the opportunity was not given 
them. The man who goes to Plummerville in 
search of information about the assassin of 
Col. Clayton gets but little compensation for 
his trouble, for he can scarcely find any one 
who will even give him a civil auswer, and 
no reliable person who will talk about the 
murder. 

There is little doubt but what ne 
every man in the place is cognizant of al- 
most every detail of the affair, and there are 
a score or more who know positively who the 
persons are that committed the deed. But 
no matterhow much they desire in their 
hearts the punishment of the assassins they 
dare not give information or even be seen 
talking to astranger; and if one of their 
names should appear in this article as the 
source of any information it contains their 
lives would not be worth an hour’s purchase. 
They appreciate the situation and are so ter- 
rified that they do not venture from their 
homes after dusk or sit in a room with un- 
curtained windows, The negroes, who 
largely outnumber the white population, 
cannot be induced by a stranger to even 
make a revly to a question. 

It was this condition of affairs that per- 
plexed the detectives when they first came 
upon the scene and made the work of in- 
vestigation seem so difficult. But they went 
abou. it in such a masterly way that the ap- 
parently insurmountable obstacles thrown in 
their path have been overcome, and what at 
first appeared such a great mystery is now 
being cleared up.

A SHAMELESS MEASURE. 


The Bill Proposed in the Arkansas Legis- 
lature Regarding Detectives. 

Litrie Rock, Ark., Feb. 19.— [Special. 
The temper of the shotgun element ot the 
Democratic party in Arkansas was demon- 
strated today in the Legislature when Repre- 
sentative Hicks of Lonoke County introduced 
a House bill making it a felony for a detect- 
ive to enter the State for the purpose of fer- 
reting outacrime. The first section of the 


bill reads: 

It shall be unlawful for any person or persons, 
company. association, or corporation to bring or 
import into this State any person or persons or 
association of persons for the 228 ot dis- 
charging the duties of police officers, Sheriffs, 
or constables in the protection or preservation 
of public or private property, or in the punish- 
ment of any person Violating the criminal laws 
of this State. 

The last few words of the section betray 
the intent of its author, and the next section 
provides for the punishment of any detective 
who violates the remarkabie law by im- 
prisonment in the penitentiary for not less 
than one year vr more than three years, and 
imposes a fine of from $1,000 to $10,000 on the 
person, company, or corporation who em- 
ploys the detective. The bill is without a 
precedent in the history of State legislation. 

When asked what had inspired it Repre- 
sentative Hicks replied that Arkansas had 
no use for detectives and the sooner it drove 
every one of them from the State the better. 
Beyond this expression he would not commit 
himself. ; 

The bill was read and referred to the Com- 
mittee on Judiciary. Its introduction has a 
peculiar significance. Last fall immediately 
after election the office of the County Clerk 
in this city was burgiarized by Democratic 
thugs and the ballot-boxes and election re- 
turns from tue nine Republican town- 
ships were taken away and destroyed. 
No attempt was made bv local authorities to 
discover and punish the perpetrators of this 
outrage. This can be readily understood 
when it is stated that all of the officers are 
Vemocrats and that the stealing of the re- 
turns from nine townships wiped out the 
majority of the four Republican candi- 
dates for the Legislature and resulted 
in seating the Democratic candidates. 
But the Republican State Central 
Committee would not quietly submit to the 
outrage; it hired detectives, ferreted out the 
thieves, and yesterday seated all four of the 
Republican Representatives, the Democratic 
membérs having resigned ina body at the 
morning session, But for the work of out- 
side detectives justice in this case would not 
have been righted. Is itany wonder that the 
Democrats hate detectives?

EASTERN TRUNK LINES COMBINE. 


An Organization on the Princip'es of the 
Western Presidents’ Agreement. 

New YORK, Feb. 19.—[Special.}—The organi- 
zation of the Eastern trunk lines upon princi- 
ples similar to those which are now under di» 
cussion among the Western railroad Presidents 
was practically completed today. All Eastern 
trunk lines were represented except the 
Reading. The Presidents talked over the 
manipulations of rates on traffic from 
Western points via Peoria and other con:petitive 
unctions, and the action of the Peoria Board of 

ru de boycotting the inspection of billing. They 
agreed not to continue joint rate or other 
traffic arrangements with any connecting roads 
engaged in manipulations Which violate recent 

ements and the Inter-State Commerce law. 

ey also agreed to make it a condition of the 
continuance of joint traffic arrangements that 
the joint inspectors shall examine way-billing 
and weights, and correct the same whenever 
found improper, and have ordered such inspec- 
tion put into effect at orce. Commissioner Fink's 
report of tne articles of agreement was then 
considered and all the Presidents signified their 
intention to sign them tomorrow after certain 
clerical errors are corrected. In the main these 
articles are similar to those under discussion by 
the Western Presidents. provide for the 
arbitration of all matter that cannot be 
settled by mutual agreement, prohibit 
parties to the agreement from using their roads 
in connection with other transportation lines in 
a manner which will render it impossible to 
carry out the object of the agreement, and de- 
clare that all persons in the association will 
aid in enforcing the Inter-State Con merce 
law. The fundamental principle of the agree- 
ment is declared to be that the Presidents 
or chief managing officers of the companies 
shall assume the responsibility of carrying it 
into effect. There is a provision that if the main- 
tenance of uniform tariffs does not insure to 
each compauy a fair proportion of the busi- 
ness the tariffs may be readjusted for the 
pu of bringing a t a fair distribution of 
traffic. Different committees are arranged for, 
and a trunk line commissioner is to be appointed 
to act as the executive officer of the association 
and to arbitrate differences. In case of appeal 
two other arbitrators are to be appointed 
and the decision of the majority is to 
be final. Inspection bureaus are to be main- 
tained, and a committee is to arrange a joint 
tariff. In case complaint is preferred against 
any company party to the agreement of a 
violation of the tariffs or rules on traffic 
passing over its road it shall in good faith 
and by all means in its power investigate 
and ascertain the factsiu the case, and if the 
complaint is found to be true shall remedy the 
same. The responsibility for making these in- 
vestigations is placed upon the company against 
which the complaint is made, because the offi- 
cers of such company are the only ones who can 
thoroughly sift e matter and arrive at 
the truth of the charges. in most cases it is im- 
possible for any outside parties to obtain post- 
tive proof of the violation of tariffs or rules un- 
less officers of the companies propose to 
act in good faith in carrying out this agree 
ment. erefore the Presidents or chief man- 
aging officers are made responsible under 
this agreément to see that this is done. If, how-

rates for six or eight months has caused the loss 
of millions of dollars within the last year.

“THE PRIMARIES MUST BE PROTECTED. 
There is now before the Legislature a bill 
“to enabie Boards of Election Commission 
ers to take control and charge of primary 
“eléctions and regulate the same.“ Were 
it to become a law it would, therefore, ap 
ply only to this city, its suburbs, and East St. 
Louis, all places where what is Known as the 
Chicago Eiection law is in force. The bill 
provides that all primary elections for dele- 
gates or committeemen of any political party 
shall, on the petition of not less than ten reg- 
istered voters in the district, be placed under 
the control of the Board of Election Commis- 
sioners, who shall have charge of them as it 
now does of ordinary elections. It shall se- 


} lect judges and clerks from the regular clerks 


and judges of the district. They shail re- 
ceive the votes of none but registered voters 
who are members of the party. The polls 
are to be kept open as long as at a regular 
election. If any frauds are committed or at- 
tempted they shali be punished as are simi- 
lar frauds under the present Election law. 
The expenses for one poll in each ward, 
about as many as would be required under 
the proposed plan, are to be borne by the city. 
If more than one voting-place is asked for 
then the petitioners must deposit the money 
to cover the cost. 

We now have laws on the statute books 
regulating primary elections, but they have 
been tested and have proved to be valueless. 
The reform they professed to give was a 
mockery, and if we really wish to secure 
good results the law must go deeper. At 
first the idea of subjecting the doings of po- 
litical parties to the law was looked on as a 
matter of doubtful policy, chiefly because 
there was no precedent for it. That, how- 
ever, was due to the fact that there had been 
no need for one. We are compelled now to 
recognize the self-evident fact that ali free 
countries are governed by parties. In all 
English-speaking Commonwealths the num- 
ber of parties is practically limited to two, 
all the members of each of which are sub- 
stantially agreed on certain political issues. 
There are here and there small parties made 
up of cranks and speciaiiste united in tne ad- 
vocacy of some one idea—generaily an ab- 
surd one—which the great parties either an- 
tagonize or will not espouse, to the exclusion 
ot all else. For all practical purposes, how- 
ever, there are but two parties. It is the 
policy of one of them that must prevail; the 
nominees of one of them that must be elect- 
ed—as a general rule. 

Therefore those primaries which decide 
who shall be the nominees of the two parties 
for Governor, Congressman, Mayor, or city 
or county officers are just as much elections 
as are those held later on in which the sup- 
porters of the two parties come together and 
decide which side is the stronger. The first 
are preliminary elections, which narrow 
down the field of candidates to two men for 
each place. The second or concluding elec- 
tion merely decides between the two. Now, 
since one election supplements and completes 
the other, there is in theory no reason why 
the law sh®Ould not take cognizance of each. 
It is the inevitable sequel of party govern- 
ment, which is universal among Englisn- 
speaking people, and a substitute for which 
woe cannot at present conceive of. 

It is a necessary result of city hfe and the 
encrossing occupations of its citizens that 
politics is neglected by them, except short- 
ly before election. The control of the party 
machinery, therefore, drifts inevitably into 
the hands of the ward strikers, the political 
sharpers, who littie for principle and 
much for office. To perpetuate themselves in 
power tney stuff the primary ballot- boxes; 
they hire gangs of men of their own or of 
another party, who are driven from poll to 
poll and cast their purchased votes at each. 
The will of legitimate voters is set aside or 
trodden under foot, and delegates are chosen 
who are the tools of the professional poli-

BOY’S PLAY IN CONGRESS. 
When an attempt was made in the House 
Monday to take up certain contested election 
cases the following proceedings took place: 


Mr. Crisp of Georgia then called up the Cali- 
fornia election case of Sullivan ainst Felton, 


against which Mr. McKenna of California raised 


the question of consideration. 

On a rising vote the Republicans outvoted the 
Democrats 78 to 74, and the yeas and nays were 
ordered. Then the body of the Republicans re- 
trained from voting and left the House without a 
quorum, the vote upon taking up the election 
case standing yeas 130, nays 12. A call of the 
House was ordered. Two hundred and forty- 
three members responded to their names. 
Further proceedi under the cull were dis- 
pensed with, and the vote was again taken on 
the consideration of the election case. 

— * the Republicans refrained from voting, 

u the absence of a quorum was developed— 
the vote standing yeas 135, nays 6—and in 
a call of the House was demanded by Mr. Crisp. 

The call was ordered, and, pending this, on 
motion of Mr. Crisp a resolution was adopted 
directing the Sergeant at to telegraph for 
absent members. 

The House then adjourned. 


Nonsense like this is unworthy of Congress 
and calculated to disgust the people and 
bring the National Legislature into con- 
tempt.. There was more than a quorum 
present throughout tne entire proceedings, 
and that fact was known absolutely by 
Speaker Carlisie, the officers and members 
of the House, and all the spectators. Yet by 
the trick of responding to their names when 
a call of the House was ordered and sitting 
mute when their names were called on mo- 
tiops the Republicans started a see-saw 
which they could have kept up as long as 
physical endurance would permit. Of course 
there was nothing for the House to do but 
adjourn. The adoption of the resolution 
directing the Sergeant at’ Arms to tele- 
graph for absent members who were in 
fact sitting in their seats was a bit of 
child’s play entirely in harmony with the 
general proceedings. The Republicans had 
no justification for their nonsensical won't- 
play policy and the Speaker had no business 
to allow the farce to go on. There was a 
quorum present, and as the Democrats had 
a majority it was their right and privilege, if 
their Speaker had any gumption, to proceed 
with business. The precedent established 
by the Republicans Monday may not be an 
_ agreeable one in the next House, where the 
majority will be on the other side, and 
mutinous, filibustering Bourbons may try to 
deadlock business unless the Speaker takes 
cognizance of a quorum when it is present 
before his eyes. 

At the present session of Congress flili- 
bustering and deadlocks have been carried 
beyond all reason, if indeed there can be 
justification at any time for the control of a 
legisiative body bya factious minority. The 
minority has the right to debate, to protest, 
to vote in the negative, but not to bring pro- 
ceedings to a standstill and prevent any 
action by the majority. Not until the de- 
velopments of the present session was it 
generally understood to what an extent the 
Speaker’s pusillanimity and the absurd, anti- 
quated rules of the House have substituted 
minority tyrahny for majority rule. The 
methods of the House must be changed. But 
without any alteration of the rules the 
Speaker could put an end at least to the trick 
of leaving the House without a quorum when 
there is in fact a quorum present. Why 
should the Speaker lend himself to a falsi- 
fication of the records of the House? As 
presiding officer it is his duty to see that the 
records are properly kept, and when he sees 
and knows there is a quorum present why 
should he not to it that the journal 
states the fact? hen the Speaker knows 
there is a quorum present let him so declare 
and have the announcement entered on the 
journal. Then if the House reverses his 
decision and falsifies its records the re- 
sponsibility will not be on the Speaker. 


TWO KINDS OF RAILBOAD MANAGEMENT. 

The long expected special statement of the 
condition of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa 
Fe Railroad Company is at last furnished, 
but it adds little important information to the 
facts already known. Notwitnstanding its 
default in the payment of dividends, the 
Atchison system is able to meet its fixed 
charges, together with taxes, rentals, and 
sinking fund requirements. These demands 
cali for earnings aggregating over $900,000 
per month, or about $10,000,000 per year, and 
it is thought the company wiil earn this great 
sum and continue to meet its fixed charges 
and something over. As the bonds represent 
all the capital actually invested and the 
stocks are only “sugar” thrown in 
to sweeten the sale of them to in- 
vestors, the failure of the company 
to pay dividends on chromos is calculated 
to give a faise impression. If the Atchison 
system was called on to pay revenues only on 
the capital actually invested and was not 
loaded down with watered stocks it would be 
in a flourishing condition and command high 
credit. The road is a great one and runs, 
much of the way, through a rich territory, 
and its traffic and earnings will increase 
rapidly in the future with the growth of the 
country. There is nothing the matter with 
the Atchison except that its stock has been 
watered and it is loaded down with fictitious 
debt which it will have to get rid of or con- 
tinue to default in the payment of dividends 
not rightfully due. Physically the Atchison 
system isa great and valuadle one, but all 
the devices of railroad financiering, manipu- 
lation of accounts, and borrowing money to 
pay dividends will not enable it to supply re- 
turns steadily on a tremendous mass of ficti- 
tious capital. 

The report of the Chicago & Alton Road, 
just published, shows the results of a system 
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no time in Wall street speculating in the se- 
curitiés of the road, take no part in stock- 
jobbing schemes, but devote themselves to 
the legitimate business of the company. 
Hence the prosperous showing toe Alton 
makes for a year that was one of unusual de- 
pression in the railroad business. | 

The Alton Railroad is one of the oldest in 
the West, but it 1s said that it has never 
passed a dividend. According to the stock 
gambiers the Alton is behind the times and 
its management of the “old fogy” order. 
Still, in view of the remarkable and uninter- 
rupted prosperity of the company, the man- 
agement should be and doubtless is entirely 
satisfactory to the stockholders. On the 
other hand, the public makes no complaint. 
The Alton is one of the most popular roadsin 
the West. Year by year the service has 
been improved, Heavy steel rails have been 
put down, solid bridges and culverts built, 
grades lowered, curves straightened, and the 
line brought into such condition tnat acci- 
dents are reduced to the minimum and trains 
nearly always make schedule ume. Old 
fogyism of the kind which keeps a railroad 
corporation free from the abuses of stock 
watering and stock gambling and puts it in 
the splendid condition of the Alton is just 
what a great many railroads in this country 
need. | 


AMENDING THE REVENUE LAW. 
To the many bills which have been intro- 
duced to amend the Revenue law so as to get 
rid of the evils which follow excessive under- 


—— 


valuation, Mr. Converse of Sangamon has 


added another which would doubtless ac- 
complish the object in view as weill as any of 
the other plans which have been proposed, 
and better than most of them. 

Mr. Converse sets out by directing the as- 
sessors to assess all property on a basis of 


.one-tifird of its cash value. Well aware, 


however, that they cannot be depended on 


| to do this, he gives the State Board power to 
raise the assessment for each county on each 


separate class of property to that one-third 
valuation which the law contemplates. Nat- 
urally this will increase largely the totals of 
returns made by the assessors to the Audit- 
or. Atpresent these totals can be increased 
but 1 per cent, but Mr. Converse provides 
that it shall, form no objection to such equal- 
ized assessment that the aggregate exceeds 
“the aggregate of assessment as returned to 
“the Auditor.” Under this bil the board 
could raise the totals 100 per cent if necessary 
to secure a one-third valuation. Then it is 
further provided that if the one-third valua- 
tion is not sufficient the State Board may, if 
it is necessary for the raising of revenue, add 
10 per cent more to the grand total as equal- 
ized by it. 

At the time of the adoption of the present 
Constitution it was believed by its members 
that the property of the State was assessed 
on a basis of one-third, and they believed 
that what was then the rule would continue 
to be so. Hence they fixed the limitations 
on bonded indebtedness and taxation as they 
did. Had they believed that property was 
to be assessed at its full cash value they 
never would have allowed municipalities to 
blanket mortgage themselves to the tune of 5 
per cent, nor would they have permitted 
counties to impose taxes amounting to 75 
cents on the hundred dollars. a return to 
the one-third basis then, however brought 
about, is a return to the Constitution and to 
the limitations imposed by it. Therefore 
Mr. Converse by the last section of his bill 
provides that all constitutional or statutory 
limits on taxation or indebtedness shall be 
taken as referring to the assessed value of 
property as prescribed by his act. Thus un- 
der this bill Chicago, instead of being assessed 
at $160,000,000, or one-fifth of the true value, 
would be assessed at $260,000,000, or one- 
third, and, as the 2 per cent limitataon would 
not be affected, could levy $5,200,000 in taxes 
where it now levies $3,200,000. | 


THE PROPOSED CANADIAN VISIT. 

The resolution which Congressman Butter- 
worth is going to introduce, requesting the 
President to invite the members of the Do- 
minion Parliament and the Premiers and 
Cabinets of the several Canadian provinces 
to visit this country and be its guests, and 
authorizing an appropriation of $150,000 to 
defray the expenses of their visit, will prob- 


ably meet with opposition in Congress; but 


itis a question whether it will not be cheaper 
in the long run to spend tne money in mak- 
ing a better acquaintance between the two 
peoples, especially in view of their inevita- 
ble future relations, than to allow Canadian 
misinformation concerning us to continue, 
particularly when it is the policy of the 
Tories to foster it. Misinformation is only 
another form of ignorance, ignorance is 
always the parent of prejudice, and that 
causes wrong action. The Canadians have 
always been insular in their notions and 
they are beginning to find it out. The 
proposed visit would be of great interna- 
tional value and the money would be well 
expended, even if annexation were not loom- 
ing up in the future. But even if the appro- 
pris tion is not voted, the visit will material- 
ize all the same. There are plenty of men 
who will put their hands in their pockets 
ana foot the bills so that Miss Canada will 
not only come over in the spring but 
will have a real good time in looking 
over the magnificent estates and vast wealth 
of the young fellow who is paying her atten- 
tions and resolved to make a more intimate 
acquaintance with her. He will do his best 
to make an impression on her, and no one 
need doubt that she will go home again with 
the desire to reciprocate. His blandishments 
will not be wasted, for she will have the best 
time she has had in her life, and, after she 
has seen all the attractions of New York, 
Bostun, and Philadelphia, has enjoyed the 
charming hospitality of the great place of 
summer resort by the lakes, has had a touch 
of the wild West and its boundless prairies 
and the savannahsof the South, will go back

It is made out of the 
same material as the common cloth, but is 
closely woven into celis, the network of 
which is covered with a thin “fluff.” Hence 
the term “cellular” has been applied to the 
fabric and the clothing into which it is 
made. The porousness of the new cloth per- 
mits a Now interchange of the air outside 
with that next the skin. This gives time for 
the air next the body to become of the same 
temperature as the wearer, which obviates 
the usual danger of catching cold, while it

what it is claimed to be. The peculiarly pro- 
tective value of wool simply lies in the fact 
that its fibres are open and hold the air in 
the manner above described. The action is 
easily understood. Air, when perfectly still, 
is an exceedingly poor conductor of heat. 
Scientifically speaking, itis so at all times, 
but when it moves to mingle with other 
masses of air the temperature of the two is 
speedily equalized. This simple fact ex- 
plains the cooling action of a strong wind, 
the use of paper asa protection under the 
clothing, and the utility of air spaces in the 
walls of buildings. Heat passes with dif- 
culty through that is confined, and its en- 
tanglement in fleece is , the real secret of 
its warmth to the sheep. If the fibres of 
cotton can be arranged artificially in much 
the same way tne action will be equivalent, 
and it will thus become equally valuable with 
wool as clothing material. 

The inventon of cellular clothing is thus 
strictly in accordance with hygienic and sci- 
entific principles. It promises to conduce to 
health and prolong the hves of the many 
thousands who will prefer the product be- 
cause it is cheap, and be able to enjoy the 
comfort of clothing to a larger extent than 
now because woolen fabrics will necessarily 
be cheapened by the increasing competition 
of cotton goods. An apparently little thing 
like this may perhaps add vastly more to the 
real welfare of the human race than do most 
of the much vaunted and loudly proclaimed 
discoveries which have made some men fa- 
mous and others rich in the last half of th 
century. : 


DIDN’T FIND ANYTHING. 

In direct contradiction of the semi-official 
and wholly gratuitous imputation in the 
Farewell Address published by Mr. Cleve- 
land in the Baltimore Sun comes the New 
York Sun declaring that the Cleveland Ad- 
ministration has had to give a clean bill of 
health to its Republican predecessors. Mr. 
Dana says that for years the people had been 
led to believe that when the Democracy came 
into power “there would be a revelation of 
malfeasance, of corruption, and of plunder 
which would cover with shame a majority of

THE comparatively trivial accident in the 
new Owings Building last Sunday has been mag- 
nified by the dispatches, and grows larger and 
more calamitous ia proportion to the distance 
the news travels and the time that elapses. The 
impression now prevails abroad that the entire 
structure is a ghastly ruin, and has either fallen 
to the ground or is about to do so. In some 
localities the story is believed that the ten lower 
stories fell in a heap, leaving the four remaining 
stories dangling high up in the air in some 
mysterious and unheard-of way. Hundreds of 
editors are at this moment doubtless engaged in 
grinding out able and edifying articles on the 
dangers of exceedingiy high buildings, as shown 
in the collapse of the Chicago sky-scraper. 
It would surprise these editors beyond measure 
to learn that the exterior of the. building pre- 
sents not tne slightest indication of the accident, 
that the damage was confined to only one sec- 
tion of the structure, that) the walls are intact, 
and that in a short time the broken floors will be 
rebuilt and no trace of the disaster will remain, 
either in appearance or reality. 


A New York merchant has confided to a 
guileless reporter for the Zvening Sun his opin- 
ion that Chicago has reached her zenith and is 
now about to go intoarapid decline, and the 
guileless reporter has communicated this opin- 
ion in confidence to a trusting public.

THE CABINET CKIsIS IN FRANCE. 


M. Meline Likely to Form a Ministry Com- 
posed Mainly of Senators. 

Paris, Feb. 19.—In spite of continued nego- 
tiations the settiement of the Cabinet crisis 
appears as distant as ever. The failure of 
M. Meline indicates the absolute impossibili- 
ty of forming a Cabinet on Ferryist or Op- 
portunist lines. It was to demonstrate this 
that President Carnot insisted so strongly 
that M. Meline attempt the task, say- 
ing that if he could not succeed no 
man in his group could hope to do better. 
President Carnot offered the Premiership to 
M. Tirard, only to meet with another refusal. 
He then sent M. Tirard to.summon M. 
Meline, whom he urged to make another ef- 
fort under fresh conditions. M. Meline 
steadily declined to undertake the task. The 
difficulty of the position may be realized 
from the fact that an . obscure poli- 
ticlan named Prevet was afraid to risk 
entering M. Meline's proposed Ministry. 
Later President Carnot summoned Senator 
Magnin, a former Minister, and a well ac- 
credited report says that the President 
strongly inclines toward a Cabinet formed 
mainly of Senators, conceiving that such a 
Ministry would have a better prospect of se- 
curing general support than a Government 
composed of the more pronounced members 
of the Chamber; but late this evening noth- 
ing had been settled. Thereis no basis for 
the rumors regarding an extra parliamentary 
Cabinet, which would be unconstitutional. 

Another report is that M. de Freycinet has 
been approached with the view of his form- 
ing a Cabinet, and that he has promised to 
give his answer tomorrow.

LAW AND ORDER LEAGUE CONVENTION. 


Charles Carroll Bonney of Chicago Elected 
President—Other Officers. 

Boston, Mass., Feb. 19.—The first session 
of the seventh annual convention of the 
Citizens’ Law and Order League of the 
United States was called to order this fore- 
noon by the Hon. Charles Carroll Bonney. of 
Chicago, President of the league. Mr. Bon- 
ney addressed the convention brietiy, setting 
forth the objects and aspirations of the 
league.

So runs the 
old minstrel joke. 
= They are making 
: “lightof it“ at the 
Exposition Building, 
where the annual 
convention of the Na- 
tional Electric Light 
Association is being 
held. They are do- 
ing many other things 
with the mysterious 
fluid which B. Franklin abstracted from tne 
clouds and corked up in a bottle. In fact, it 
would be easier to enumerate the things they 
are not doing. 

A hundred dynamos with flying belts and 
swift-revolving armatures are generating 
electricity. Where does it come from! 
Where does it go to? Whatisit? Assembled 
in the convention hall were two hundred 
men with whom electricity and its applica- 
bility is a science, and yet notone of them 
can answer. They will tell you about 
e volts, and “amperes,” and ohms,“ and 
“internal resistance,” “induction,” and 80 
on, until your brain reels, but there they 
stick. 

What is more, they are not bothering them- 
selves about such questions. They know 
that sucha thing exists, that it is every- 
where, that itis powerful. Their mission in 
lite is to gird a harness about the unseen 
giant which will make him obey the touch of 
a child. The display now on exhibition is a 
demonstration of wonderful progress. It is 
difficult to realize that it has been made sub- 
stantially within the last ten years. Electric 
lights bad been made years before, but they 
were not practical. Ten years ago they 
could not compete with gas on any score. 
The dest that had been produced was a 
epluttering, flickering arc lamp, dangerous 
to handle and unsightly to the eye. 

BRILLIANT DECORATIONS. 

W hat a contrast to the sight that greeted 
the assembled delegates as they flied into 
the convention hall! 
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THE CONVENTION HALL. 


One of the art rooms had been set aside for 
that purpose and under the hands of an 
electrical artist converted into a chamber of 
dazzimg beauty. Suspended from a huge 
canopy of dark blue material were 280 incan- 
descent lamps, forming a rectangle, in the 
centre of which is placed a hexagonal star, 
composed of lamps of various colors artistic- 
ally blended. Ine platform is surmounted 
by a green silk ganopy. The silk is caught 
up in folds, from the edges of which are hung 


scores of lamps. The initial letters of the as- 
sociation, wrought in electric lamps of many 


shades, adorn the wall facing wae audience. 
The effect is most pieasing. The room is 
fairly flooded witb light, so soft and steady 
that the eye is not pained. 

The north half of the Exposition Building 
is filled with the heavier vroducts of elec- 
trical ingenuity. . The development of this 
art has given origin to a hundred new indus- 
tries, many of which are represented. Ex- 
tending the entire length of the building is 
the track of the electric street raiiway car, 
illustrating the system now in use at Kansas 
City and other places. The Thompson-Hous- 
ton motor is used. The power current is car- 
ried on an overhead wire. Connection is 
made with the motor by means of an arm 
rising from the roof of the car. This arm 
terminates with a small, broad flanged fric- 
tion wheel which runs along the lower sur- 
face of the wire, being held firmly in 

sition by aspring. The current thus taken 
rom the wire is also utilized to operate a 
number of incandescent lights, which can be 
thrown into circuit any time the wheel is in 
contact with the wire. Itis claimed that a 
speed of thirty miles an hour can easily be 
made. The car is under perfect control, the 
driver having power toreverse the current 
and the motor by means of a lever, thus stop- 
ping the car almost instantly. 

CONDENSATION OF POWER. 

A large crowd was massed around the 
Woodward Electric Company's exnibit of 
storage batteries. Fifty-two cells were ranged 
on five sheives. Wires extended in all direc- 
tions, carrying a current which fed fifty or 
sixty incandescent lamps. In no depart- 
ment has better work been done than 
in that of storing electricity. It is 
easy to generate electricity which is 
used the instant it is created, but it is an- 
other thing to put it under lock and key and 
use a little whenever wanted. Yet the time 
is coming when a man can carry a hundred 
horse power of force in his vest pocket. 
They have it so now that one hundred horse 
power is confined in an area less than ten 
inches square. A battery of that size is now 
being used to run a-street car in Brooklyn. 
When once charged with electricity it will 
pull a car and seventy passengers up and 
down hill for sixty hours. You don’t have 
to feedit. It never _ sick. There is no 
slot to get stuck in. The cable never frayes 
or slips. 

“That innocent looking thing,” said Mr. 
Frank B. Trout, will pull a street car at an 
expense of 80 cents a day. When the current 
is exhausted it takes about five hours 
to recharge it. I will expMin how the 
batteries are made. We make a mold ten 
inches square, fill it with coarse salt, which 
is packed down firmly. The mold and the 
salt are then baked in an oven. When suf- 
ficiently hot a cover is fitted over the top, 
through a small hole in which molten lead is 
poured. The lead perculates through the 
salt to the bottom of the mold, gradually 
rising to the top. When cooled we have a 
solid block of lead and salt. This biock is 
then sawed into slabs about a quarter of an 
inch in thickness, These slabs are immersed 
in hot water and the sait dissolved, leaving 
the lead porous, The little holes are then 
tilled with oxide of lead, or red lead as it is 
more commonly called. The slabs are next 
put in a weak solution of sulphuric acid, con- 
nected with a dynamo, and aliowed to remain 
for seventy hours, at the end of which 


time the oxide becomes a _ per-oxide, 
giving us @ positive and negative current.’ A 
series of these slabs are then bound together, 
separated by rubber insulators,and immersed 
in sulphuric acid. They are then ready to 
be charged. Any number can be connected, 
and required power thus obtained.

A RACE-TIMING ELECTRIC CLOCK. 


The largest watch ever constructed was 
proudly exhibited by the Waltham Watch 
Company. It was designed to supersede the 
present methods of timing horse races, and 
in the opinion of turfmen will work 
a revolution in that department of turf sci- 
ence. A duplicate of the clock now at the 
exhibition has been tested and adopted by 
the Racing Association at Melbourne, Aus- 
traha. The dialis three feet in diameter, a 
glossy black, against which the gold index 
hand shows in strong relief. The chronom- 
eter registers the fifths of a second, and is 
started and stopped by electricity. When 
adjusted say | for operation wires run from 
the clock—which is placed on the judges’ 
stand, in view of the grand stand— to the 
fractions of a mile from which horses are 
started.

As the 
horses pass the starting point he presses the 
button, which starts the clock. As the first 
horse passes the judges’ stand the timekeeper 
presses a similar button, closing the circuit 
and indicating the exact time. This clock 
has been purchased by the Washington Park 
Club, and will be given athorough test at the 
spring meeting.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE CONVENTION. 


Interesting Facts and Figures Concerning 
the Increased Use of Electricity. 

The annual convention of the National 
Electrical Association was formally opened 
shortly after noon yesterday in the assembly 
room of the Exposition Building. It was 
called to order by President Duncan of Pitts- 
burg. A brief address of welcome was 
made by City Electrician Barrett, who offi- 
ciated in the absence of Mayor Roche from 
the city. 

President Duncan responded on behalf of 
the association and then delivered his an- 
nual address. He referred in opening to the 
organization by a handful of men in this city 
five years ago this month of the movement 
from which bas grown the large and power- 
ful association now assembied in convention. 
At first arc lighting was the ail-important 
question, then the problems of incandescent 
lighting; electrical distribution of power, 
first for stationary motor purposes and after- 
wards for the purpose of electrical locomo- 
tion, now perhaps the most important 
matter before the fraternity. A year 
ago there were about 4, electric 
stations and isolated plants in operation; 
now there were 6,067; an increase of 45.8 per 
cent. It was estimated awyear ago that there 
were 175,000 arc lomps in daily use in the 
United States. At the present time 219,914 
were in use, a gain of 34.8 per cent. The 
number of incandescent lamps in daily use 
had increased from 1,750,000 a year to 2,304,- 
490, a gain of 49 per cent. The increase in 
capitalization in the electric hght companies 
ot the United States during the year had 
been $69,397,734. Comparative figures upon 
the electric railway industries. showed thas 
there were 34 roads in operation six months 
ago; that the number was now 53, a gain of 
19, and that 44 new roads were now under 
construction. The mileage in operation had 
been increased during that period from 188 
miles of single track to 204%¢ miles. 

Mr. Duncan then referred to the exhibit of 
electrical supplies and apparatus, a new 
departure of the association, saying: 
“We are gathered at the present time, 
gentiemen, not only for the purpose 
of seeing an exhibit of the latest 
form of electrical supplies, but principally 
for the ‘purpose of lhstening to pa- 
pers and iscussions upon ail m- 
portant electrical questions, among them 
that of petroleum for fuel; materials 
of underground conduits in relation 
to the insulating materials of cables; the 
static charge on underground cables and at- 
tendant puncturing thereof; electric light 
stations as fire risks and municipal lighting. 
It seems eminently proper that the informa- 
tion gathered should be presented in this 
City of Chicago where the subject of unaer- 
ground electric lighting wires has been more 
practically carried out than perhaps in any 
other city in the world.“ 

Arthur Stewart of Baltimore, Md., general 
counsel of the association, read the report of 
the Committee on Patent Legislation, an- 
nouncing that the bill for organizing a Court 
of Patent Appeals, a measure in which the 
association is much interested, had been ap- 

roved by the House Committee on Judiciary.

TRAGEDY OF PRINCE RUDOLF. 

The Crown Prince Rudoif was never the 
same atter he had been intormed that his wife 
could not again become a mother. He was 
feverishly anxious to have a son. Probabiy 
the depression from which he suffered 
after the long illness of the Archduchess 
Stephanie was increased by the knowledge 
that his cousins, the presumptive heirs, 
sons of Archduke Charles, are wretched 
brainless creatures, who inherit many o 
the qualities of their maternal grano- 
father, King Bomba of Naples. The 
Crown Prince rapidly degenerated, lost 
all literary and scientific tastes, plunged into 
intrigues of a most disreputable and contam- 
inating kind, and took to drinking hard. A 
head-splitting mixture of cham e and 
cognac was his favorite tipple. uring the 
last years of his life he acted when hé was 
out hunting as if mad or drunk. He discov- 
ered a great fondness for society, and finally 
became thoroughly impressed with the idea 
that there was a curse upon his race and the 
madness in his blood was doomed to end like 
his cousin, the late King of Bavaria. There 
had been frequent violent quarrels between 
the Prince and the Princess of late. For 
years they had lived iv incessant squabbling, 
and rarely met, unless on state occasions, 
except for a battle. The Emperor had 
lately become aware of the lamentable 


habits into which his son had fallen. Ouly 


a few days before the catastrophe he in- 
formed the Prince that he was to be sent to 
Seurajeno as Governor of Bosnia, there to 
remain in dreary exiie until he had seriously 
applied himself, in the language of the eccle- 
siastical court, to the correction and reforma- 
tion, of his manners and excesses. The 
Crown Prince died deeply in debt, although 
his income was £150,000 a year and his resi- 
dences were kept up for him. Nobody can 
discover what he did with the money. The 
apparent expenses of his living were mod- 
erate. There are rumors that large sums 
have been paid in connection with nis in- 
trigues. A lady who is well known in Vien- 
na is said to have received a million florins, 
about £30, for her services in facilitating 
one bonne fortune. 
BISMAROK’S DECLINE. 

An ingenious rumor was set afloat last 
week that Count Waidersee will succeed 
Prince Bismarck at an early date. It is not 
ukely that Prince Bismarck’s functions will 
ever pass entirely to a single successor, but 
the rumor has some color in the fact that 
Prince Bismarck feels himself to be nearing 
the end of his work, and that his young, im- 

rious master now and then chafes at the 

hancellor’s authority. A significant little 
anecdote was related in Berllu not long ago. 
The Prince called at the palace, and, finding 
the Emperor engaged, took advantage of his 
old familiarity with the house to make his 
Way to the nursery. The imperial children 
asked him to join m their romps. 
The veteran statesman naturally preferred 
to play them a dance tune on the piano. In 
the midst of this pretty idyll enters William 
With something more than a jest he ob- 
served that the Prince, not content with 
having made three generations of Hohenzol- 
lerns dance to his tune, must needs begin to 
train a fourth generation betimes.

NO AGREEMENT REACHED. 


THE “GENTLEMEN'S MEETING” A 
PRONOUNCED FIZZLE, 


Five of the Roads Refuse to Sign, and the 
“Persuasion Committee” Reports Its 
Failure to Persuade—Aa Adjournment 
Taken Until Today—Charges by the Min- 
nesota Commissioners in Regard to the 
Posting and Pablishing ef Rates Under 
Investigation. 


The result of yesterday's “gentlemen's meet- 
ing at the Grand Pacific fully demonstrated the 
correctness of Tan TRIBUNE'S predictions— 
namely: that the roads which have here .ofore 
declined to become parties to the agreement, 
with the exception of the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy, which was whipped into line afew days 
ago, would hold out to the end. 

It was expected that all the roads named in the 
agreement, with the probable ekception of the 
Illinois Ceatral, would be represented at this 
meeting. But to the great disappointment of 
the gentlemen it was found that besides the 
iliinois Central the Burlington & North- 
ern, Wisconsin Central, Fort Scott & 
Gulf, and Missouri, Kansas & Texas 
were not represented. The Persuasion 
Committee,“ appointed at the last meeting to se- 
cure the signatures of the Presidents of all the 
roads, reported its ill-success with the gentle- 
men of the above named five roads. Two of 
these, the committee reported, appeared to favor 
the new arrangement, but the other three per- 
emptorily declined to become parties to the 
agreement on the ground that they had no faith 
in the movement and that it Was calculated to 
injure their interests. 

President Charles Francis Adams of the Union 
Pacific said the adoption of the agreement was 
absolutely necessary if many of the Western 
roads were to be kept outof bankruptcy. He 
said the agreement was not as strong as it might 
be, but it was the best that could be adopted at 
present. The feeling prevailed in financial circles 
in the East that the adoption of the agreement 
would remedy most of the existing evils from 
which the railroads were suffering and that it 
would restore confidence among investors in 
railroad securities. He suggested that the roads 
which nave signed the agreement agree to put it 
in effect regaraless of the action of the five un- 
represented roads. He ‘thought those roads 
would soon find out that their objections were 
groundless and would before long come into che 
combination. 

President Perkins of the Burl n and other 
“gentlemen” did not coincide with President 
Adams’ views. While they admitted the neces- 
sity of such an agreement to bring about a 
restoration of confidence, yet they did not 
think they could afford to agree to carry 
out the agreement unless all of the roads named 
in the agreement, and especially the Illinois 
Central and the Fort Scott & Gulf, had agreed to 
pe bound by the same rules and regulations. If 
the agreement was carried into effect with the 
above named roads left out the latter would en- 
joy a great advantage over their competitors, 
even if they did maintain the rates. : 

The — — and merchants would favor those 
roads and discriminate against those in the asso- 
ciation. They thought the desire to gain such ad- 
vantage was mostly responsible for the refusal of 
some of the roads to become parties to the agree- 


ment. 
AN ADJOURNMENT UNTIL TODAY. 

It was deemed inadvisable to take any definite 
action until the Presidents of the unrepresented 
roads had been consulted by telegraph as to the 
course they proposed to pursue. Consequently 
the fellowing resolution was introduced and 
unanimously adopted: 

„ WHEREAS, It appears from the report of the 
committee to secure signatures and the subse- 
quent discussion thereon that the assent of the 
following companies only is necessary to the 
final organization of this association—viz.: The 
Chicago, Burlington & Northern and Wisconsin 
Centrai so far as the traffic to the Northwest is 
concerned; the Lllinois Central so far as the 
traffic of the West is concerned; and the Kansas 
City, Fort Scott & Memphis, and the Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas so far as the traffic of the South 
is concerned. 

“ Therefore it is voted that Messrs. Holcomb, 
Winter, and Truesdale be a committee to com- 
municate with the officers of the Chicago, Bur- 
lington & Northern and Wisconsin Central and 
obtain if possible the assent of these companies; 
also, that Messrs. Newman, McNulta, and Howe 
be a committee to communicate with the officers 
of the Kansas City, Fort Scott & Memphis and 
the Missouri, Kansas & Texas to obtain if possi- 
ble the assent of these companies; that Messrs. 
Adams, McMullin, and How be a committee to 
communicate with the officers of the Illinois 
Central and obtain if possibie the assent of that 
company, 

* Voted, That the said committee be instructed 
to act immediately and to report the results of 
their achon to an adjourned — — 1 meeting to 
be held at 2 p. m. tomorrow [today ].“ 

The above named committees held conferences 
yesterday afternoon and drafted dispatches 
that were at once sent to the Presidénts 
of the roads named in the resolu- 
tion. Up to last evening no answers had been 
received. The adjournment until 2 o'clock this 
afternoon is due to the fact that the directors of 
the Illinois Central meet in New York this morn- 
ing, when the question whether the President of 
the company shall be directed to sign the agree- 
ment will be acted upon. Some hope is enter- 
tained that the Illinois Central directors will vote 
in favor of the proposition, but parties supposed 
to be well posted claim that the company 
will hold out to the last, and they say all hope of 
their joining the combination has been destroyed 
by the bitter attacks made during the last few 
days in the organs of the bankers’ and specu- 
lators’ clique in New York upon President Fish 
and Vice-President Harriman. If the III 
nois Central should conclude to join another 
attempt will be made to carry the agreement 
into effect without the other roads. but it will 
hardly prevail, as the assent of the Burlington & 
Northern and the Wisconsin Central to the 
agreement is as much needed as that of the IIli- 
nois Central. With the above named two roads 
outside the combination the other Northwestern 
roads could not possibly maintain the rates as 
provided for by the agreement. 

The Northwestern traffic might be excluded 
from the operation of the agreement, but the 
Western traffic is more or less affected by the 
rates made on the Western, and consequently an 
arrangement that does not cover the North- 
western traffic could not be carried out for any 
length of time. If the Lilinois Central declines 
to join even the attempt to make the agreement 
apply only to Western and Southwestern traffic 
will have to be abandoned. 


POSTING AND PUBLISHING RATES. 


Charges by the Minnesota Commigsioners 
Under Investigation. 

The Minnesota Railroad Commissioners a.few 
weeks ago entered complaints before the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission against the North- 
western, Milwaukee & St. Paul, Chicago, St. 
Paul & Kansas City, Wisconsin Central, Chicago, 
Burlington & Northern, Burlington, Cedar Rap- 
ids & Northern, Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis 
& Omaha, Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific, and 
Chicago Burlington & Quincy, charging them 
with violation of the Inter-State Commerce law 
regarding the posting and publishing of rates. 
These compiaints were given a preliminary hear- 
ing in St. Paul by Inter-State Commerce Com- 
missioners Cooley and Morrison about 
two weeks ago, but the examimation 
could not be completed, owing to the 
failure of the representatives of most of the 
roads to put in an appearance. The hearing of 
these complaints was resumed in this city yes- 
terday by Inter-State Commerce Commissioners 
Cooley and Morrison. The Minnesota Railroad 
Commissioners were on hand and so were the 
representatives of all the roads in question. Ex- 
Gov. Austin, one of the Minnesota Commission- 
ers, opened proceedings by charging the rail- 
roads with violation of the law, inasmuch as 
they failed to file tariffs and schedules at their

CRAWFORD’S STOCK-YARDS BILL, 


It Is Favorably Reported On in the House 
Judiciary Committee. 


SprRinerievp, III., Feb. 19.—[Special.]—The 


Crawford Stock-Yards billoame up in the 


House Judiciary Committee this afternoon, 
and after a somewhat heatea discussion it 
was amended by striking out Sec. 3 and 
limiting the yardage charges for cattle to 20 
cents per head. In this form it was ordered 
reported back with a favorable recommenda- 
tion, Cochran of Moultrie insisting that 
it devolved on the members of the 
committee to give heed to the demands of 
the great agricultural masses. He did not 
believe in nor would he favor any measure 
imposing unjust restrictions on a great insti- 
tution such asthe Union Stock-Yards; but 
it was conceded that the charges for yard- 
and fodder were extortionate, and he 
thought the bill was a step in the richt direc- 
tion. Méssrs. Merritt and Wells of Quincy 
avowed that they had some hesitancy about 
restricting a corporation that had built 
up the greatest cattle market of the 
world, and so far as they were 
concerned they had not been asked 
by asingle farmer to vote forthe bill. Mr. 
ells said that on the contrary he had been 
frequently told that if it were not for the 
Umon Stock-Yards the farmers would be 
obliged to go outof business. He had been 
in the last House as well as this one, and if 
there was a demand for legislation 
such as the Crawford bill provided 
it was somewhat strange that none 
of his constituents had interested them- 
selyes sufficiently to write him about it. 
In view of this, therefore, it was necessary 
that care sbould be exercised that nothing 
should be done to injure the Stock-Yards, 
and for that reason he thought the bill 
should not be rushed through. his seemed 
to meet with the approval of Mr. Brokoski, 
who moved that the bill be referred to a sub- 
committee, but Mr. Cochran cautioned the 
committee to have a care, as the farmers 
had given Cook County’s Drainage bill 
respectful, prompt, and favorable consid- 
eration. Fifty-three members of the House 
had asked the Judiciary Commuttee to con- 
sider the Crawford bill, ana Mr. Cochran re- 
garded that as an evidence of tne confidence 
reposed in the committee. He would oppose 
reference to a sub-committee, though, and he 
hoped the bill. would be acted on favorably 
forthwith. After some further discussion 
Mr. Crawford made some concessions to the 
opposition, which accepted the bill, the regu- 
lations of which are: 

That it shall be unlawful for any per- 
son, com v. or corporation owning or operat- 
ing stock-yard or stock-yards in this State. 
where stock is bought and sold, unloaded or re- 
loaded, to charge or collect a greater yardage 
than 20 cents per head for cattle, horses, or 
mules, five cents per bead for hogs or sheep, nor 
more than 75 per cent addition to the current 
market wholesale price tor corn, hay, straw, or 
other material supplied by them for feeding or

weight and good, merchantable quality.

stock or for counting sugh stock into or out of

OLD JEFF DAVIS TALKS, 


He Ascribes Cleveiand’s Defeat to His 
“Reform” Policy. 

Bravuvorr, Miss., Feb. 17.—Jefferson Dayis 
was found in his home today and was askét 
to give his senile views on public men and 
measures. He is troubled with sciatica, but 
aside from that his general health is good. 
He is now past 80 years of age, yet he stands 
as straight as ever, but his step has lost the 
firmness of a dozen years ago. 

Davis declined to be formally inter- 
viewed.“ He freely referred in the course 
of conversation to matters of public interest. 
As to President Cleveland, Mr. Davis 
thought he had given the country a good 
Administration, and that had he not dabbled 
with civil service reform he would have been 
reélected. [Old Jeff thinks turning out 80,000 
Republicans is c. s. r. I] Byfsaying this about 
the civil service he did not mean to be under - 
stood as opposing it, but, on the contrary, he 
believed the affairs of Government should be 
run on civil service rules. 

As to Gen. Harrison, Davis said but little. 
He did not know him personally, but he 
seemed to have considerable faith that he 
would make a good President because he 
was the descendant of another Benjamin 
Harrison who lived in Virgimia during the 
early history of that State, and was on rec- 
ordas a strong State rights man. What 
Gen. Harrison’s Southern policy would be, 
of course, he did not know, but as to affairs 
in the States themselves he thought they 
would be taken care of all right if left alone. 
[He also wanted the Rebel States “let 
alone “.] Regarding Harrison’s Cabinet Davis 
believed that Senator Allison would make a 
geod Secretary of the Treasury should, he 

nally consent to take the position, but Mr. 
Biaine for Secretary of State or any other 
seat in the Cabinet he did not like at all. 
His opinion of the latter is like that of other 
Southern men. 

Among the incidents of his life over which 
Davis became animated in relating is the 
part he took as an officer in the regular army 
of the United States. He graduated from 
the West Point Military Academy in 1828, 
and was sent at once to do duty on the front- 
ier. During the Blackhawk ar of 1881-32 
he was in command for some time of the 
garrisen at Prairie du Chien, Wis., and from 
there he went down the Mississippi to 
Dubuque with a small squad of soldiers, 
encamping on the east side. His mission 
there was not only to protect che miners 
from the Indians, but to keep the min- 
ers from trespassing on what was known 
then as Indian territory in fowa. The bluffs 
where Dubuque now stands were full of the 
richest kind of lead ore, and there it was that 
miners went without permission, but Mr. 
Davis managed affairs skilifully, and the 
whites were induced to withdraw without 
the necessity of a conflict. Those now livin 
who went out with him in the Black-haw 
War,-in the Mexican War, and in the Senate 
of the United Stutgs are few in number. 

Davis spends little ume anywhere else 
than at his Beauvoir home, where, when he 
feels well, he does considerable reading and 
writing. He has a plantation up the Missis- 
sippi Kiver, in the State of Mississippi, and 
occasionally goes there to see how affairs are.

THE DRAINAGE BILL WILL COME UP 
FOR PASSAGE MARCH 14. 


Some Amendments Are Made and It Is 
Ordered to a Third Readisg—The Op- 
ponents of the Bill Are Beaten at Every 
‘Potet—French of La Salle Tries to Get 
in an Amendment That Would Render 
It Practically Worthless—The Consti- 
tutionality of It. 


SPRINGFIELD, Lil, Feb. 19.—[Special.]— 
Mayor Roche and John P. Wilson = — 
from Chicago this morning, and, aided by the 
friends of the Drainage bill, they succeeded 
in advancing it to third reading. Harvey B. 
Hurd, representing the Ambler association, 
had preceded them last evening, and while 
his criticisms of the Roche bill have not gained 
it any enemies there are some who are in- 
clined to the opinion that such was the in- 
tencion. Mr. Hurd went toa conference of 
the leading lawyers of both Houses this 
morning, and there he raised the 
question of the constitutionality of the 
bill, and in doing so he said it was a serious 
matter and one that deserved the attention 
of the law-making powers. As for himself, 
he doubted if the provisions of the bill did 
not confine the trustees to the special assess- 
meut system of levying taxes instead of by 
general assessment. There was nothing new 
in the point except that it again directed at- 
tention to the discussion that has been in 
progress for several days, and because of his 
doubts iu the premises Mr. Hurd held to the 
belief that it would be unconstitutional for 
the trustees appointed under the bill to levy 
a tax for the purpose of constructing and 
maintaining docks, etc. 

To this Mr. Wilson made the simple and 
effective reply that it was not necessary that 
the trustees should levy a general tax for 
the construction of a drainage district and 
also docks, as provision for the latter could 
be made by a special levy. Then if the Su- 
preme Court decided that the trustees could 
not construct docks under the provisions of 
the bill it would not affect the drainage dis- 
trict. This view of the question was satis- 
factory to the friends of the bill who had 
been anxious to have such an important issue 
settled, and the opinion of Mr. Wilson seems 
to have satisfied them that its constitution- 
ality received careful consideration before 
the measure ever came here. 

THE ONLY OBJECTORS. 

The representatives of the Ambler Associ- 
ation here are not pleased at the summary 
manner in which Mr. Wilson has disposed of 
their argument against the bill, which will be 
put through the House the l4th of March 
next unless something unforeseen éccurs. 
None of the members of the Legislature who 
attended the conference this morning evinced 
the slightest disposition to oppose the bill. 
The only objectors were those whose views 
have already been heard and repudiated by 
the people they claim to represent at Mor 
and Peru. Mr. Ward of Marseilies was afraid 
the amendment to the twenty-first section, by 
which the district constructing the channel 
can “modify and remove obstructions” 
whereever the same shall be necessary so 
as to prevent the overflow or damage along 
said river.“ would result in great injury to 
the water power people, and he suggested as 
a further amendment that this “act shall not 
be construed as authorizing the injury or 
destruction of existing water power.“ 

Mr. Sanford, who has been one of the un- 
relenting opponents of the bill, saw ano 
portunity to settle a score with Mr. Ward, 
who has been an equally warm friend of the 
measure, and in an excited manner urged 
the Mayor to remove all the dams along the 


pro drainage route. 
“ them out,“ said he, and then you

Seeing mat the enemies of the bill were
